CHARLES ROSE OF THIS CITY, USES 


A KNIFE WITH MURDER- 


OUS INTENT. • 


THE 
VICTIM 
MAY 
DIE 


Panic Ensues on an Intenirban Car Near 


Central Park—Men, Women and Child- 


ren Make Frantic Efforts to Get Out— 


Enik Prske Lies in & Hospital With 


Blight Chance of Recovery. 


On the Milwaukee, Racine and Keno- 


sha interurban electric car of the Mil- 
waukee Electric Raiway and Light _Co., 
due hero from Kenosha at 6:15 o'clock 
last evening, there was a bloody stabbing 
affray, followed by a wild panic of the 
forty or fifty passengers on board. As 
a result Enik- Prske. who is known as 
Enik Cline, 35 years old, with a wife and 
four children, is at the St. Mary's hos- 
pital, disemboweled and expected to die; 
Leon Szczpokiwize has a cut hand and 
Charles Rose is lodged in the county jail 
on charge of doing the cutting. The for- 
mer two men are Poles and the latter a 
Lithuanian. Prske or Cline lives on the 
Doolittle farm south of Evergreen hall; 
the man with the cut hand is a Six- 
teenth street saloon keeper and Rose 
lives at 1214 .Superior, street. 
'The fight precipitated a panic of large 
proportions and the men, women and 
children made frantic efforts to ge"t out 
of the Car and a number of windows 
were broken. The conductor, after the 
cutting, tackled Rose and he fought like 
a demon and attempted to use the knife, 
but with the assistance of male passen- 
gers the enraged ma.n was laid out and 
the car was speeded to the city and he 
was handed over to the police and tha 
injured man hurried iz t.'i: ^t. Mary's 
hospital, where JDr. Brehm attendeS-h-im; 
and'Yt was given out .that he could not 
live. AB the fight occurred in Kenosha 
county the prisoner will- be taken to 
Kenosha, 


Causa of the Fight. 


Mi'. Prske or Cline, has a daughter 


who is ill. Sunday morning he took her 
to Kenosha f<ir the purpose of consulting 
a Polish physician. In the afternoon he 
and the child took the 0:13 electric era 
for Racine and home. On the car were 
many passengers, it being the Sabbath 
day, among them being Charles Rose and 
a companion, both under the influence of 
liquor. When near Central park .Rose 
and 
his friend became involved 
in a 


wordy quarrel and the language used was 
vile and obscene, not fit for adics to hear. 
They were near Prsko or Cline and.he 
butted in and. remonstrated with them 
because of their language. -For a mo- 
ment they talked and suddenly the fight 
opened, Rose and his partner jumping on 
Prske and were bent on doing him up. 


Cutting and Panic. 


Pulling a large 
pocket 
knife 
RosiS 


wielded it with murderous effect, plunging 
it into the bowels of Prske. Yelling and 
cursing was in order and the passenger*! 
became panic stricken. Prske fell to the 
bottom of the car and the men, women 
and children made an effort to get out, 
and it number of windows were broken 
during the struggle. The conductor and 
the Sixteenth street saJoon man tackled 
Rose, and he fought them desperately in 
an effort to cut them and the saloon 
man was cut on tie hand in getting, the 
knife away. 
Other male 
passengers 


came to their rescue and Rose was knock- 
ed down on the floor, while his partner, 
whose name was not 
known, escaped 


from the car by leaping through a rear 
window, although spectators say that he 
did not have anything to do with the 
cutting. 


While the conductors and others held 


Rose down, struggling and cursing, the 
motorman, Mr, .Kaiser, opened up full 
Bpeed and raced for Racine and the in- 
furiated Rose was handed over to the 
police a.t the corner of Main and Third 
streets and he was taken to jail, while 
Prske was conveyed to the St. Mary's 
hospital. Dr. H. J. Brehm wos summon- 
ed and called Dr. E. L. Tompach to his 
assistance. 


Seven Bowels Perforated. 


Upon making an examination of the 


injuries they found a cut'under the nav- 
al four inches down and seven of the 
bowels were perforated, or rather' cut 
open and there was also a knife stab un- 
der the left shoulder, but this was not 
serious, the blade of the knife striking 
the bone. The injuries in the bowels 
were considered dangerous, but the phy- 
sicians sewed them up .and the man 
seemed to stand up well. Tho opinion 
prevailed, however, that death will ulti- 
mately result. 


Sergeant Bert George of the police de- 


.partmerit, went to the jail 'and inter- 
viewed Rose; and he claimed that he and 
the man who was with him, when they, 
used the language to one another, were 


• simply fooling and "that- when Prske 
butted m.he,bccame,angry arid being un- 


fight and used the knife as he claims, in 
self:defense. 


Prske, the injured man, has been a res- 


ident of the county for some years, and 
those who know1 him state tliat he is us- 
ually a hard working, quiet and indus- 
trious man. Rose i» a laboring man and 
has lived here for.some time. He de- 
clares that Ire did not know the name of 
tile, man who was with him. Until 
Prske met Rose and the other man on 
the car he never saw them before. 


Prske believed he was fatally injured 


and called for a priest when he was at 


Rose Taken to Kenosha. 


This 
morning Sheriff Guenther 
and 


Chief of Police OTJare came up from 
Kenoaha in an automobile and took 
Rose, the man who did the stabbing, 
back to Kenosha. The conductor who 
fought and held Rose and assisted in 
disarming iijm was kelson of Milwau- 
kee. The 'condition of the injured man 
waa about the same this afternoon, with 
only slight hopes of his ever recovering.

Ship Was On- Its Way to Be Inspected 


By German and Austrian Rulers- 
Aviation Week Comes to 
a. Close— 


Bleriot Says He Will Go to America 
and Win Back the Cup. 


BUEtSIG, Germany, Aug. 30.—The- 


Zeppelin airship which started at 11:24 
o'clock last night from the Templehof 
parade ground on its Vetum voyage to 
Frlederichshafen, met with an' accident 
early today and landed here at 7 o'clock. 


The two forward propellers were brok- 


en, and 
a fragment of one—of them 


pierced the envelope, permitting the gas 
to escape. 
The airship, however, was 


kept up by throwing over ballast until 
a favorable landing place was reached. 
The ship came down gently and it now 
rests on a meadow within fifty yards of 
the railroad tracks here. It will take 
at least two days to complete repairs. 
Telegrams have been sent to Friederichs- 
hafen for workmen, materials, and gas. 


The accident to the Zeppelin III is 


attributed by technical observers, to the 
fact that her motors had not been prop- 
erly tried out under service conditions. 
It appears that Zeppelin III as at pres- 
'ent fitted out was tried in the air for 
only two and one-half hours previous to 
undertaking the trip to Berlin. 


Other than this, the motors have had 


only the ordinary shop tests. It hag. 
.been the intention to ship Zeppelin" III 
to Emperor William and Fraccis Jo- 
seph, emperor of Austria,, within tha 
same week. 
Emperor Francis 
Joseph 


has arranged to visit the newly con- 
structed airship works on the Lake of 
Constance, and Zeppelin III was hurry- 
ing back to the south in order to reach 
the lake tomorrow.

In the name 
of the club and the people of America, 
Mr. Bishop heartily thanked the com- 
mittee for its cordial reception to and 
treatment of the Americans and he in- 
vited the aviators of the world to come 
to America. He protested good natured- 
ly against the insinuation of Mr. Wal- 
lace, president of the British Aero club, 
that America had placed a prohibitory 
export duty on international cups, point- 
ing out that the first Gordon-Bennett 
balloon cup, captured in 1906 had re- 
turned to Europe tho following year. 


"Naturally we will do our best to keep

New Uses for Sawdust.—Sawdust is 


one of the puzzling wastes in lumbering 
operations. The waste is serious, 'too, 
for the k(Tf—the part cut out by the saw 
in the mill and transformed into saw- 
dust—always bears a rather high ratio 
to the boards obtained. In cutting thin 
stuff one-fourth of the log, or even more, 
may he kerf. Efforts to' turn sawdust' 
into pulp for the paper mill have usually 
been unsuccessful on account of mechan- 
ical difficulties in handling. In several 
European countries, however, a new way 
has been found of turning sawdust to ac- 
cdunt. The sawdust, "chiefly pine and fir., 
is ground with millstones, exactly as old 
time mills made cornmeal, or wheat,'or 
rye flour. Expensive machinery is not 
required, but it IB necessary to take spec- 
ial precautions against fires which might 
start 
from sparks between the 
mill- 


stones. Sawdust flour .is sold to dyna- 
mite factories to be mixed with nitre- 
glycerin and forms the body or absorbent 
for that high explosive. It is also in de- 
mand for the manufacture of cheap blot- 
ting papers. The mills in tbe..Harz 
mountains, in Germany, an important 
manufacturing center, are kept busy 
meeting this demand. The price of "the 
"flour" in Germany ranges from S7.50 to 
$12.50 a ton. It is shipped in. bags, like, 
meal, or in bales of about forty cubic 
feet, made by means of high pressure.-

When both pans are^ ready the sirup in 
the first pan is turned slowly over the 
stiffly beaten whites of three eggs, a 
continual beating going on all the £ime. 


Then the second pan is turned over 


after a. cup of chopped nuts has been 
added. It is all-turned into a buttered 
pan. Jt can be marked off into small 
pieces like fudge when it is cool.

by matches, try rubbing first with a slice 
of lemon, then with whiting, and in a 
lew moments wash w'.th w.irm soapsuds. 


Pickle bottles nnd jars that smell of 


onions will be-quite sweet and odorless 
after being 'left out of doors for three 
or four days rilled with sand or garden 
soil. 


Egg stains can be easily removed from 


siver .by rubbing with a wet rfiij. dipped 
in table salt. To clean vinegar bottles 
aJid cruets, crushed egg. shells in a. little 
water are good and handy. 


The cloths used in waxing floors or 


polishing furniture should be kept in a 
covered crock as long as clean, then in- 
stead of letting them accumulate in clos- 
et or storeroom, burn them immediately, 
since vegetable oils are so liable to spon- 
taneous combustion. 


To prevent the juice of fruit pies from 


soaking into the bottom crust, brush the 
crust over with a beaten egg before put- 
ting in the fruit.

were possible to change the test of milk 
by feeding the cows, we would then 
be able to make all the cows giving 
thin milk produce cream, or change a 
Holstein into a Jersey in so far as the 
.richness of the milk is concerned. In- 
creasing the feed of a dairy cow has a 
tendency to increase the pdunds of milk 
she will give, but the milk is of the 
richness characteristic to that cow. 
•Experiments have shown that the nat- 
ural richness of a eow'si milk is inherit- 
ed, or is an individual peculiarity the 
same as the color of her hair and feed- 
ing does ' not oJinnge it.

ments apply to cows under normal con- 
dition of health and reasonable treat- 
m«nt. 
A fair test of the milk given 


by a herd of cow* nmy vary from 3.5 
to 4 per cent fat. This, of o>urse, will 
change, according to the period of lae- 
tion of the cows,'the milk" of'fresh, cows 
is not usually so rich as that of strip- 
pers.

In connection with the Racine county' 


insane asylum farm has been establish- 
ed a county cemetery, where persons who 
nre 
killed and unknown, having 
no 


means, are buried at the expense of the 
county. 


Some criticism hog been heard in re- 


gard to the. appearance of this plat. 
There is nothing to suggest that human 
beings are interred there, except a, litte 
headstone with a number attached. 


At the office of the county clerk there 


is kept a complete record of the person? 
who arc buried, so that in cose any body 
is ever claimed, it will be possible to lo- 
cate the remains. 
. No one can tell whether these unfor- 
tunates are unknown people or sons or 
daughters of well-to-do and respectable 
people. Xo doubt if relatives knew thn 
fate of them, hundreds of dollars would 
be expended to bury them in a family 
lot and a monument erected. 


It might be well for the members of 


the county board to investigate and 
cause the grounds to at least be sur- 
rounded by a fence and have an arch 
erected at the entrance, with the words: 
"Cemetery of Unknown Dead."

THE STATE AND WATER POWERS 


The Eau Claire Telegraph gives the 


announced program of the legislative 
water power committee and asks how is 
the state to acquire any more right than 
it now has, this inquiry refering to the 
statement that in retaining its pres- 
ent rights, the state shall proceed to 
acquire more. In view of the reading 
of the paragraph the query is natural 
enough. The following is the proposed 
form of -water power legislation, thnt 
is in substance the ideas of the commit- 
tee :'.s given out: 


•'First. 
That the st:ite shall, retain 


its 
present rights, 
and 
acquire ad- 


ditional rights if fouml 
necessary, to 


enable it to exercise supervision nnd 
control over all wmlcr powers within 
its boundaries, in these respects. 


(a) The location of dams, so the-en- 


tire power of a stream 
may be de- 


veloped. 


(b) Charges for 
power, that they 


may be adequate, but reasonable. 


(c) That local points shall have fair 


consideration in the use of developed 
power. 


(d) That the interests of the people 


of Wiseon.-iin may be considered before 
those of other states. 


(e) To prevent 
combinations 
for 


controlling prices. 


( f ) That reports may he required as 


to 
capital 
invested, 
stock 
issued, 


operating 
expenses, 
income, 
rates 


charged, etc. 


(g) That a moderate tax may be ini; 


posed when deemed advisable. 


(h) That a limit of time be fixed in 


all franchises, subject to renewiil and 
readjustment on a fuir basis. 


"Second, That a competent commis- 


sion or board be created, consisting of 
three members with suitable suia.ry. to 
have supervision of water powers, ad- 
just questions 
of 
difference—to pro- 


tect the rights of both producers and 
users of power; also the rights of the 
state. 


"Third, That existing vested rights 


shnll not I* 
impaired 
without 
due 


process of law, -nor 
without 
prop, 


compensation, 


- "Fourth, That the necessary laws be 
made (and the constitution changed if 
necessary) to .permit the carrying out 
of the above purposes." 


The inquiry of the Telegraph is there- 


fore very natural. To the ordinary cit- 
izen reading the above this paragraph 
would possess the meaning that Wiscon- 
son ha? unquestioned rights as to all 
water powers it has not exercised i 
the pact, but may exercise in the fu 
ture. What the Eau Claire paper says 
or asks is this: 


"At the outset, how is the state to 


acquire any more rights than it now 
possesses? 
Does the 
senator mean 


that the state has rights which it has 
not asserted or does he moan to say 
that there is some process by which 
rights additional to those already pos- 


This gentleman strongly favors 


law as.it is and declares it operates as 
was claimed in the interest* of the peo- 
ple. 
Stating it knocked out bosses, he 


confesses every time he ran in the pri- 
mary he was defeated, but every tima 
he was a convention candidate he was 
successful, and here may or may not 
be drawn a moral. Further declares Mr. 
McGovern if one is thrown out. by the 
primary, he has a right to run and is 
justified, as an independent. Right here, 
he swats the primary, for in running in- 
dependent upon his defeat in the pri- 
mary for district attorney, he won out 
in the election.' He admits the atten- 
tion paid by the people as to inferior 
nominations was no better under the 
primary than under the convention sys- 
tem, a'nd that as for party harmony 
there was no more than in the old way. 
He thought nominations ought to be left 
to those voters who voluntarily came to 
vote and not to those solicited to at- 
tend the primary. That it was hard on 
;he minority party he admitted and had 
made the majority party stronger and 
the minority side weaker. As to the

and he had to lay the pavement three 
times before his work was finally ac- 
cepted. Some contractors have been com- 
pelled to pay the agreed penalties for 
needless delay in their work. Also where 
contractors fail to live up to the agree- 
ment for repair of pavements they have 
laid they and their bondsmen are sued. 


"In Des Moines the police, force 
has 


been completely reorganized. The bar- 
nacles and leeches have been driven out 
and a class of clean, trustworthy young 
men has been recruited. • The officers no 
longer hang around saloons. Slot ma- 
chines have been suppressed, and there 
is no longer compromise with the thou- 
sands and one forms of petty vice. The 
"bond sharks" have been hunted away 
from the police courts. The whole tone 
of the force is aa different from what it 
used to be or from what the tone is in 
Chicago aa day is from night, 


"In the last fiscal year under the old 


nystcm Des Moines finances ran $79,200 
behind. The first year of the new sys- 
tem the city came out 8104,855 ahead, 
with all bills paid. This is the second 
time in Des Moines" history that there 
has been a cash balance in th* treasury 
at the end of a fiscal year; 


"Estimates of saving in cost of sup- 


plies and work done run from 1ft to 35 


The main thing as to the protection 


of our natural resources i« that in this 
and ou'r irrigating and reclamation ser- 
vice the monopolies be not best serves 
by the adoption of methods or restric- 
tions of the efforts of individuals and of 
private enterprise, as unconnected with 
corporation as commonly understood am:
